The tradition that American news- 
paper headlines are slightly crazy ts 
now firmly established, but I have 
seanned ao dozen American papers 2 
day without finding any headling 
worth remembering for months on 
end.

WATER SUPPLY 


The Editor, H. K. Telegraph, 

Sir,—With his usunl felicity of 
phrase, H.E. the Governor, when 
opening the Jubilce ‘Dam on Satur~ 
day, drew attention to the two aspects 
of the water problem, the one of 
supply and the other of the avoid- 
ance of waste. 

In regard to the latter aspect, It is 
suMciently obvious to the public that 
so-long as the largest section of the 
population js permitted to consume 
water without responsibility for pay= 
ment, waste must continue, and will 
increase with an inercascd supply. 
So long, therefore, as the Chinese 
living in tenement houscs are not 
required directly to foot the quarter- 
ly bill for “excess consumption,” we 
can expect no amelioration of this 
end of the problem. . 

Government contends that it cannot 
deal directly with so large and Moat- 
Ing~a~ poputotion;—and ~ that - in--any- 
cose substantinl savings in cost of 
collection are achieved by collecting 
from landlords Instead of from ten- 


ants. 

In taking up this attitude Govern- 
ment seems to overlook the fact that 
the Electric and Gas Compuanics have 
always afforded this service direct to 
consumers, and what is possible with 
these public companics. should be 

srible with a Municipal undertak- 
ing. : : j 
It will be recalled that one of the 
recommendations of the Economic 
Commission, which very thoroughly 
examined the whole question, was 
that “the water:supply of the Colony 
chould be re-organised.ns a separate 
Municipal undertaking under Govern- 
ment contro! and should be kept en- 
tirely separate’ from the Public 
Works or any other Government De- 
partment.” 

It fs therefore much to be regretted
